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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1959. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Whitefield. 


July,  I960. 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1959 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

The  health  of  the  population  has  remained  satisfactory  although 
the  death  rate  is  slightly  above,  and  the  birth  rate  a  little  below 
the  general  rate  for  the  country.  The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  was 

15.6  per  thousand  of  the  population,  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  was 
14.4;  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  16.5  and 

11.6  respectively. 

There  were  four  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  compared  with 
eight  in  the  previous  year.  Attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that 
cigarette  smoking  is  definitely  a  contributory  factor,  and  it  is 
particularly  important  that  young  people  should  be  made  aware  of  this 
fact  and  should  avoid  acquiring  a  habit  which  is  very  difficult  to 
break. 

The  infant  mortality  "rate  was  higher  this  year  at  34.7  per 
thousand  live  births,  but  in  dealing  with  a  small  population,  a  five 
year  average  gives  a  more  accurate  figure.  This  is  14.9  which  is 
appreciably  better  than  the  national  rate  of  22.0.  Six  of  the 
infant  deaths  occured  under  one  week  of  age,  and  five  of  these  were 
due  to  prematurity.  All  were  hospital  cases. 

There  have  been  no  maternal  deaths  for  the  last  four  years. 

No  deaths  from  diphtheria  have  occured  since  the  immunisation 
scheme  was  commenced  twenty  years  ago.  Fortunately,  mothers  are 
continuing  to  have  their  children  protected  against  this  and  other 
diseases  including  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis  and  tenanus. 

There  were  six  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis,  and  four 
of  these  involved  young  persons,  fortunately  without  serious  effects. 
Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  by  B.C.G.  is  now  available  to  all 
school  children  from  12  years  of  age.  This  will  protect  them  when 
they  leave  school  and  go  into  industry  or  other  work  where  there  is 
a  greater  risk  of  infection.

The  provision  of  a  safe  milk  supply  by  heat  treatment  or  tuberculin 
tested  milk  has  caused  n on-puknonary  tuberculosis  to  disappear;  that  is 
disease  of  the  bones,  joints  and  lymph  glands.  It  is  emphasised  that 
the  only  completely  safe  mile  is  heat  treated  milk,  because  raw  mile, 
whether  tuberculin  tested  or  not,  may  contain  other  organisms  capable  of 
causing  diseases  such  as  undulant  fever. 

The  water  supply  was  only  maintained  during  the  dry  summer  by 
making  special  arrangements  to  draw  supplies  from  the  City  of 
Manche ster;  there  was  no  serious  inconvenience  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  district  and  samples,  after  chlorination,  were  satisfactory. 

Only  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported,  they  were  not 
connected  with  any  outbreak. 

Permission  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has 
now  been  obtained  for  the  operation  of  the  first  smoke  control  area 
commencing  1st  June,  I960.  After  which,  it  will  be  an  offence  to  emit 
smoke  from  any  premises  in  the*  area.  The  Council  has  not  insisted  on 
gas  ignition,  and  it  is,  therefore,  expected  that  householders  will 
take  steps  to  avoid  smoke  production  during  lighting  of  fires.  Advice 
on  this  matter  may  be  obtained  from  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  Council  completed  16  houses  during  the  year,  and  other  persons 
114.  A  new  bungalow  scheme  specially  for  the  accommodation  of  old 
persons  requiring  a  little  assistance  is  now  in  course  of  completion  at 
the  Elms. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s  housing  list  at  the 
31st  December,  1969,  was  370.  Thirteen  houses  were  dealt  with  under  one 
clearance  order  and  26  other  houses  were  demolished  as  a  result  of  other 
procedures.  One  unfit  house  was  closed. 

No  Improvement  Grants  were  applied  for,  but  13  Standard  Grants  were 
approved.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  my  31st 
Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1939.  The  section  dealing  with  Cleansing  and 
Rodent  Control  is  for  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  I960. 

All  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  department  have  shown  much 
activity  during  the  year,  this  has  been  particularly  noticeable  in 
matters  connected  with  Housing;  Food  Supply  and  Atmospheric  Pollution, 

In  September,  the  Council  received  sanction  from  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government ' for  the  establishing  of  the  first  Smoke 
Control  Area  in  the  district,  which  was  to  become  operative  on  the 
1st  June,  I960,  The  area  covered  was  1,324  acres,  and  the  number  of 
premises  involved  was  310,  294  of  which  were  dwellinghouses . 

This  was  a  progressive  step  in  the  annals  of  the  Council  towards 
achieving  a  cleaner  atmosphere,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  it 
is  their  intention  to  continue  on  these  lines  though  it  may  be  a  few 
years  before  the  whole  of  the  area  is  covered  by  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1936, 

The  domestic  coal  fire  is  responsible  for  a  large  degree  of  the 
atmospheric  pollution,  as  is  shown  at  week-ends  and  holidays  when 
industry  has  closed  down.  The  public  generally  could  help,  by  burning 
smokeless  fuels  before  an  Order  in  their  particular  area  becomes 
operative . 

During  the  year  733  premises  were  inspected  and  3&4  nuisances  or 
defects  were  found,  371  nuisances  or  defects  were  abated.  One  Statutory 
Notice  and  224  Informal  Notices  were  served. 

The  Council  decided  that  it  would  be  desirable  for  a  Pupil  to  be 
appointed  in  the  department,  and  as  a  result  of  advertising  the  post, 
fifteen  applications  were  received.  Mr.  Allan  Sharman  was  appointed. 

May  I  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  the  Chief  Officers  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  and 
co-operation  shown  to  me  during  the  year.  I  also  wish  to  record  the 
concientious  and  unstinting  service  given  by  a  loyal  staff  and  body  of 
employees,  to  whom  my  thanks  are  due,

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DISINFESTATION. 


During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  treat  six  houses,  due 
to  the  infestation  of  cockroaches.  The  houses  were  sprayed  with 
D.D.T.  and  the  work  was  carried  out  by  our  own  staff. 

INSPECTION  xx ND  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  FOOD  SUPPLY. 


Premises  where  food  is  prepared  or  sold  have  received  every 
attention  throughout  the  year,  traders  generally,  have  been  ready  to 
co-operate  with  the  department  when  suggestions  have  been  made  to 
improve  conditions  of  trading. 

The  Mobile  Shop  appears  to  be  a  method  of  trading  which  is 
gradually  increasing  in  its  activities,  brought  about  by  more  modern 
communities.  The  department  has,  during  the  year,  paid  particular 
attention  to  the  inspection  of  the  different  types  of  vehicles  used 
for  the  sale  of  food,  and  have,  on  several  occasions,  asked  for 
improvements  to  be  made  to  the  vehicles  and  the  method  of  storage  of 
the  various  types  of  food  carried  in  the  Mobile  Shops.  I  do  feel  that 
it  is  essential  that  all  mobile  shops,  whether  selling  open  food  fxc 
immediate  consumption  or  not,  should  have  adequate  facilities  for  the 
staff  to  wash  their  hands.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  point  out  to 
traders  the  advantage  to  be  gained  by  adopting  this  suggestion. 

I  have  also,  on  different  occasions,  drawn  attention  to  the 
delivery  of  food  by  wholesalers  (particularly  bread  and  confectionery) 
in  vehicles  though  of  modern  construction,  with  no  facilities  for  the 
driver  and  assistant  to  wash  their  hands  once  they  have  left  the  depot. 
This,  in  my  opinion,  is  far  from  satisfactory,  when  one  considers  the 
number  of  deliveries  which  are  made,  and  the  distance  some  of  these 
vehicles  travel.  There  should  be  no  need  for  legislation,  wholesalers 
should  realise  that  washing  facilities  are  part  of  the  essential 
equipment,  and  they  should  be  prepared  to  sacrifice  the  space  necessary 
for  its  installation. 

There  are  still  a.  number  of  food  traders  who  feel  that  it  is 
essential  to  cover  the  shop  floor  with  saw  dust,  this  is  done,  so  we 
are  told,  to  prevent  the  assistants  from  slipping,  but  in  those  shops 
where  it  is  not  used  we  very  rarely  hear  of  accidents.  I  still  contend 
that  this  habit  should  be  discouraged  at  every  opportunity.

Much  time  and  energy  was  devoted  to  this  important  branch  of  the 
department’s  work  during  the  year.  The  Council  continued  to  operate  a 
free  service  of  treatment  for  private  dwellinghouses .  This  service 
is  a  means  of  bringing  to  the  immediate  notice  of  the  department  any 
infestation  of  rats  or  mice  in  private  dwellings,  and  it  may  be 
observed  from  the  table  that  during  the  period  under  review,  forty-one 
private  dwellinghouses  were  treated  for  infestations  of  either  rats 
or  mice. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  was  kept  under  constant  supervision,  and 
the  necessary  treatments  were  carried  out  with  a  view  to  keeping  the 
tip  free  from  infestation. 
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There  are  two  employees  trained  in  the  recognised  technique  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  their  services 
are  available  for  dealing  with  any  infestation. 


Twelve  business  premises  were  treated  for  the  infestation  of 
either  rats  or  mice,  and  the  appropriate  charges  were  made. 


Several  firms  in  the  district  employ  Industrial  Servicing 
Companies  to  carry  out  rodent  control  work  on  their  premises.

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional 
Clean  Air  Council  and  are  represented  on  such  body  by  Councillor  Donn, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  held  on  the  14th  of 
July,  a  report  was  submitted  on  Circular  5/59  in  respect  of  Smoke 
Control  Orders  and  it  was  resolved  that  the  Ministry  be  informed  that 
the  whole  of  the  district  be  covered  by  the  necessary  Smoke  Control 
Orders  within  seven  years. 

In  October,  the  Council  resolved  that  a  Technical  assistant  be 
appointed  to  deal  with  matters  arising  out  of  the  Clean  air  Programme. 

There  has  been  a  steady  reduction  in  smoke  emissions  from  factory 
chimneys,  this  no  doubt  due  to  improvements  carried  out  to  boiler 
plant  and  co-operation  received  from  the  industrialists  and  works' 
engineers . 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 


The  collection  of  refuse  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  throughout 
the  year  and  a  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained,  with  the 
exception  of  holiday  periods.  It  is  the  custom  of  the  department  to 
notify  householders  (by  circular)  of  impending  holidays,  this  practice 
is,  I  feel,  appreciated  by  the  residents  and  saves  unnecessary  calls 
to  the  office  in  respect  of  unemptied  dust  bins.  The  circulars  are 
left  by  the  collectors  during  the  week  prior  to  the  holidays.

In  rny  report  of  last  year,  I  drew  attention  to  the  change  taking 
place  in  the  character  of  refuse  and  waste  products  to  be  collected; 
this  has  been  particularly  noticeable  in  one  part  of  the  area  which  is 
rapidly  developing.  Many  of  the  properties  are  oil  and  gas  heated, 
and  the  refuse  to  be  collected  comprises  mainly  of  bulky  cartons  and 
waste  paper  which  are  often  left  at  the  side  of  the  bin.  I,  therefore, 
suggest  that  not  only  will  thought  have  to  be  given  to  the  design  and 
construction  of  vehicles,  but  also  to  the  method  of  storage  at  the 
source  of  production  and  whether  the  present  type  of  bin  is  going  to 
meet  all  the  requirements  of  modern  times. 


KITCHEN  WASTE. 


The  collection  of  kitchen  waste  has  continued  throughout  the  year, 
the  amount  collected  was  77  tons.,  as  against  145  tons,  last  year. 

There  was  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  the  waste  when  collected,  but, 
thought  will  have  to  be  given  to  whether  the  service  should  be  main¬ 
tained. 


DUST  BIN  MAINTENANCE  SERVICE. 


The  above  service,  which  has  been  in  operation  since  June,  1950, 
continues  to  function  satisfactorily.  The  number  of  bin  replacements 
during  the  year  under  review  was  3&1.
